Summary of Program Activity 
 
 

 Five loans were approved for $14,726,830. 
 

 As of October 4, 2011, MTFC has approximately $11.7 million available to loan. 
 

Loans Approved 
City of Liberty - $10,000,000 to reconfigure the interchange and replace the bridge at 

Interstate 35 and Route 291.  

 

City of Kirksville - $557,250 to improve access and pedestrian facilities along Route 63. 

 

Barton County - $1,543,580 to improve Route 71 at 30
th

 Road and 1
st
 Street.   

 

Neosho Transportation Development District - $2,426,000 to construct improvements on and 

adjacent to Route 60. 

 

Village of Innsbrook - $200,000 to construct shoulders on Route F.
